FIJIAN CHIEFS AND 
KING GEORGE 


GREAT GATHERING ON 
OLD STRONGHOLD

From “ THE TIMEs ” CoRRESPONDENT, 
SUVA,- Thursday. 

At the small island of Mbau, the old 
stronghold of Thakombau, the last King of 
Fiji, who, with other chiefs, ceded the islands 
to Queen Victoria in 1874, the Acting 
Governor (Mr. C. J. J. T. Barton) opened on 
Tuesday the biennial meeting of the Great 
Council of Chiefs. Senior officials, leaders of 
the Churches and prominent citizens attended 
with a large gathering of natives. 

After reviewing a guard of honour, mounted 
by a Fijian platoon of the Defence Force, and 
a native band, the Acting Governor went to 
the Council House, a large native mbure on 
the site of a heathen temple. After prayers 
he addressed the assembly. 

Afterwards the separate ceremony of 
Mburua—literally ‘‘ second burial ’’—was 
performed in memory of King George V. A 
first ceremony had been performed on May 1, 
but always on the death of a high chief a 
second ceremony is performed. 

Large piles of mats, tappa cloth, and native 
foods, including live pigs and turtles, which 
are supposed to clothe and sustain the de-

TWO MEN CHARGED 
WITH MURDER

HERE was a sequel to an alleged 
ia stabbing affray at a London greyhound 
race meeting when Bert Marsh, hair- 
dresser, of Cavendish Mansions, . Clerkenwell, 
and Herbert Wilkins, plasterer, Lakeford 
street, Clerkenwell, were charged with being 
concerned together in murdering Massimino 
Monte-Colombo by stabbing him, and in 
attempting to murder Camillo Monte- 
Colombo, his brother, also by stabbing. 
Beth had pleaded guilty, — 

Mr, E, Clayton, who prosecuted, said that 
it was not a case of a member of one gang 
being attacked by a member of another. It 
was a row between people who were quite 
friendly disposed to one another. Camillo, 
the brother of the dead man, was making a 
remarkable recovery, and it was hoped that 
he would give evidence next week. The 
duties of Camillo, at the Wandsworth Grey- 
hound Stadium, were to look after the book- 
taakers, and Massimino assisted in the mak- 
ing of books. There’ was no doubt that be- 
tween the Monte-Colombo family and Marsh 
and Wilkins there had been a certain amount 
ot ill-feeling. The trouble apparently arose 
from the fact that Massimino, who was em- 

loyed by Marsh, came to the conclusion that 
is job was worth more than Marsh paid 
him, and so he left. Also Wilkins had ob- 
tained a job in preference to a Colombo. 

Evidence as to what began the fight was 
very misleading and conflicting. Camillo’s 
story was that he saw his brother being 
attacked by Marsh in the 2s, 6d. ring. He 
said that Marsh rushed at his brother ‘‘ with 
something shining,” which he took to be a 
razor, and that he (Colombo) then grabbed 
Marsh from behind. He would say that he 
saw Wilkins make a sweeping movement with 
his arm at his brother’s back, and saw the 

lint of a weapon. Camillo, after waving a 
ookmaker’s stool above his head, felt stabs. 

Mr. Clayton added that he had a number 
of witnesses who would say that it was the 
Colombo brothers who attacked Marsh first. 
Apparently Marsh and Wilkins had a drink 
afterwards. “ater they both called on a 
doctor. Both told him that they had been 
attacked. On September 3rd they went with 
their solicitor to Wandsworth Police Station 
and both said that they were not guilty, 
ae adding: “I nearly got murdered my- 
self.”’ 

Divisional Detective Inspector Henry said 
that before being sharged Marsh pointed to 
a life preserver and said: “ Do me a favour 
and have the finger prints taken off that. 
It is not mine.” Marsh .then asked if they 
had found “the tools’’ and said: “Get, the 
dabs off of them, will you? They belong to 
them.” 

The two men were remanded in custody 
until next Thursday.

APPETISING DISHES FROM A TIN OF ASPARAGUS 


HE art of tinning has come to sucn a 
pitch of perfection that there is no 
need for us to give up those summer 
delicacies of which we are so fond when 


they are no longer in season. Asparagus, 
for example, is tinned cheaply and well, | 
and a great variety of appetising dishes 
can be achieved from a tin of asparagus. 
AsparnaGus AND Eccs. 
Ingredients: A tin of -asparagus, hard 
boiled eggs, melted butter, chopped 


parsley, 2 ozs, of butter, 1 dessertspoonful 
of cornflour, 2 tablespoonfuls of wun- 
sweetened full-cream condensed milk, $ a 
pint of water. 

Make a paste of the cornflour, condensed 
milk and water. Melt the butter in a 
saucepan, and pour in the paste. Bring to 
the boil. Pour three-quarters of this sauce 
into a fireproof dish, and place a layer of 
asparagus on it. Cover with the remainder 
of the sauce. 

Cut the eggs across, and stand them, 
flat side downwards, along the centre of 
the dish. Arrange more asparagus on both 
sides of the eggs. Pour melted butter over, 
and bake in the oven until heated through. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley before serv- 
ing, 

s AsSPARAGUS PUDDING. 

Ingredients: 1 small tin of asparagus 
tips, 2 eggs, 1 tablespoonful of minced 
ham, 2 tablespoonfuls of flour, 1 os. -cí 
butter, pepper and ‘salt, a little milk. — 

eat the eggs and place in a basin with 
the asparagus tips, flour, minced ham, 
butter, and pepper and salt to taste. Mix 
all well together, moistening with enough 
milk to give the consistency of thick batter.

Melt the butter in a saucepan, stir in 
the flour, simmer for a few minutes, then 
add the purée of asparagus and the milk 
in which it was cooked. Stir until the 
mixture boils. When slightly cooler stir 
in one egg and simmer until the purée 
thickens, stirring constantly.

RATES 
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REDUCTION CONFIRMED 


The Dublin Port and Docks Board, at their 
meeting yesterday—Mr. C. M, O'Kelly, 
chairman, presiding—confirmed a resolution 
i which had heen nassed bv a special mecting 

of the Board on 13th of last month, reducing 

certain tonnage rates as from Ist of next 

January. 

The resolution provided that—Any vessel 
arriving and departinz coastwise from and 
to any port or ports in. the [rish Free State, 
Great Britain, Northern Treland or the Isle 
of Man shall he entitled to a reduction of 20 
per cent. on the dues chargeable under the 
e case 
of coastwise arrivals in respeet of any voyage 
made by such vessel to whieh the follawin 
conditions apply, mamely:— (a) That sek 
vessel is a nassenger vessel fitted also for the 
carrying of cargo, and is not fitted to carry, 
and is not carrving, live-stock (whether 
inwards or outwards); and (b) that her 
dead-weight capacity, measured in tons, dces 
not exceed twenty-two and a half per cent. 
of her gross register tonnage; and (c) that 
the weight of cargo discharged by her in the 
port does not exceed one-fifth of her net 
register tonnage. Notwithstanding para- 
graph (a), the carrying of horses on deck in 
horse-boxes is permitted.

FATAL ROAD ACCIDENT

ARCTIC’S SECRETS 
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A LITTLE SHIP WITH A 
GREAT MISSION 


_. Siete 


The Arctic regions are slowly but surely 
being made to yield their secrets. Year by 
year the Ca’ adian Government send an ex- 
pedition to those areas within the Arctic 
Circle which come under her control. Their 
primary purpose is to keep contact with the 
outposts and settlements there, to replenish 
their supphes and to relieve.their personnel. 
But scientists and geologists accompany these 
annual explorations us well, and bring back 
important data on mineral potentialities, 
weather, navigation and settlement possibili- 
ties. 

This year’s expedition promises to yield 
information of a particularly important iad. 
According to wireless messages receved by 
the Hon. T. A. Crerar, Canada’s Mintster 
of the Interior, the expedition, which em- 
barked in the middle of July on the se'eian 
exploration ship, Nascopie, has completed the 
southern sections of her voyage, and is now 
on the way to the more northerly posts of 
Baffin, Devon, and Ellesmere Islands. 

It has touched on points on ‘the coast of 
Labrador at the entrance to the Hudson 
Strait—where a party landed to continue the 
work begun last year of establishing astrono- 
mical stations for mapping and charting 
purposes—and later the Weak reached the 
south cuast of Baffin Island. 

In succession. the little ship gs Wake- 
ham Bay, Sugluk West and Wolstenholme, 
where two further members of the scientific 
party landed to conduct scientific investiga- 
tions into the histery and pbysiography of 
the region. 

At Port Churchill, which the party 
reached on August 12th, a number of addi- 
tional members of the expedition were taken 
on, and at Chesterfield the Nascopie un- 
loaded supplies for the medical officer 
stationed there, as well as for the staff of 
the Direction-Finding Station. Here also 
news was reczivea that the members of the 
British-Canadian Arctic Expeditionfi who 
are spending two years on Southampton 
[sland on research work were all in excel- 
lent fettle. 

It is an indication of the long reach of

Begone Dull Care 


Why be blue? Stand in a blue light 
and see everything rosy. Such is the 
latest discovery of an American research 
student. He ought to know what he is 
talking about; he has studied colours

Blue or violet light stops nervous head- 
aches and peps up the drooping spirits.

Dublin Scholar for Harvard

Che Importance of Putting 


Last week I watched most of the golfing 
experts struggle with the gale at Port- 
marnock, and I watched them in the 
company of an old gentleman who had 
attached himself to me on the first day. 
The experts were hitting the ball off the 
tee so that it sped into the distance with 
the whine of a rifle bullet. They smashed 
it two hundred yards out of tall. grasses, 
mowing down the tall grass like wisps of 
tissue paper. They blasted it out of 
bunkers so that sand flew up as if 
impelled by T.N.T. They came to the 
ball on the green, where the ball had to 
be rolled ten feet into a hole over a 
billiard table surface, and at once the 
alumni appeared to become inflicted with 
rheumatic fever. They contorted them- 
selves into agonising postures. Some 
straddled their legs and turned their feet 
inwards, so that their whole body was 
locked as if by paralysis. Some bent out 
their elbows, and seemed to find difficulty 
in reaching the ground with their. putters, 
and all bore upon their faces an expres- 
sion reminiscent of a man who sees an 
insane lion approach at a hand gallop. 
They lay on the green to find the line of 
the putt, they went away and practised 
the stroke in the rough, they removed in- 
visible foreign bodies from the im- 
maculate surface of the turf. Then, as 
often as not, with a look of incredulous 
horror, they failed to roll the ball over 
the billiard table surface ten feet into the 
hole. They went on to the next tee, and, 
with mechanical precision, lashed the ball 
low, straight, far and true into a 40 mile 
an hour cross wind, 


Ghe Secret 


Being something of a novice I asked my 
aged companion why these experts a - 
ently found it easier to hit a ball straight 
for 270 yards than for seven feet. The 
old gentleman persuaded me to come back 
to the club-house with him: He went 
inside and appeared with a driver and a 
putter. He went up on to the tee, and 
seized the driver like a flail. He ap- 
proached the ball with a kind of hop, 
skip and a jump, and hit it three yards 
into the rongh on his left.

He 
threw down six golf balls. Gently, 
smeothly, and almost carelessly he 
knocked five of them into a hole twenty 
feet away. “ That's the explanation— 
and I’ll have buttered toast with my tea,” 
he said. I thought I saw it. The 
experts made an altogether unnecessarv 
amount of fuss about nothing. The old 
gentleman had made a fearful mess with 
his driver because he had got himself into 
a position where it was simpler to break 
one’s back than to hit the: golf ball. In 
the club-house we found a golf magazine 
which retailed the information that Henry 
Cotton in the past two years had tried no 
less than 200 putters of every shape and 
size, and apparently had failed to dis- 
cover the secret of putting the bal] into 
the hole. Joe Ezar, on the other hand, 
scarcely looking at the ball or the hole, 
holed out regularly from all over the 
place with any kind of putter you liked 
to give him. I lured my companion back 
to the putting green. I holed three 12- 
foot putts out of six. I suggested we 
should play round the putting green for a 
shilling a hole. By the fourth hole I was 
four down, and finding it difficult to break 
the paralytic attack that prevented me 
moving the clubhead from the ground. It 
seems that when something depends on 
the putt it is rather difficult to roll the 
ball along with nonchalant, accurate ease.

Dublin has the reputation of having 
some of the finest Georgian houses in the 
British Isles. Many people declare that 


we have more beautiful specimens of that 


great age, when the artist-workman re-

ings to be destroyed which might be re- 
constructed, and the most lamentable 
sight is the way in which fine workman- 
ship is thrown on the dust heap. When 
in Beater some of the old shops must be 
pulled down the fine facades are sent to 
the museum. No building is destroyed 
that can be reeonstructed, or made blend 
with the new surroundings. While we are 
creating our suburbs we are allowing 
Dublin mansions to fall into decay, and in 
the eagerness—which is quite excusable— 
to remove the slums we are making more 
slum areas. Many of the old mansions are 
of great historical -interest, and in 
obliterating the past we are destroying the 
prestige of our city and the artistic 
character and reputation of the capital. 
Is it net time for the Government to set 
up a Commission of historians and artists 
to save us from this vandalism?

The Children’s Hour 


One can tell the exact hour in European 
cities by the rush of happy children on 
the streets at midday hastening from tho 
schools home to lunch, for that much- 
needed respite from lessons. Surely we 
are slow to recognise the importance of 
this valued hour in the education of Irish 
youth! For years we have been hearing 
about the necessity ef giving meals to 
necessitous school children, and the argu- 
ments against such a scheme, while we 
are dispensing millions in relief to the 
working man. The renewed effort of 
thoughtful educationalists to insist on 
children having a proper lunch hour is 
worthy of public support. All parents 
endorse the midday hour scheme, for they 
tell you what a serious effect the long day 
has on the health of the children. In

give one hour’s relaxation, others an hour 
and a half. I have watched the 
youngsters play in the parks on their 
return journey. One day a group of 
children asked me the time. and told me 
they dare not be a moment late. The 
children had gained a sense of responsi- 
bility. They have a good meal at home, 
and the recreation after, and return joy- 
fully to renew their studies.

The King glanced at the printed quotation 
appearing across a picture of new workers’ 
dwellings. 

“I have seen some lovely workers’ homes 
in Vienna,” said the King, as he looked at 
pictures of model dwellings. ‘It would be a 
great thing if the public, and municipal bodies 
as well, would come here and see what is 
being done, and what remains to be done.”’ 

At another stand the King saw granite and 
other stones from quarries in North Wales, 
Scotland, the Channel Islands and other parts 
of the country. 

Examining a huge piece of concrete, which 
showed no sign of weakness or wear after ten 
years ip the sea as part of the pier at Pen- 
maenmawr, the King said: “ I see the secret 
is that it has granite grit in it.’’

FOUR MAIN FACTORS 


What, then, let us ask ourselves, has 
happened to transform a traffic position 
which was admittedly difficult ten years 
ago into one of virtual chaos to-day? 
Many things; but chiefly four important 
and interesting developments, 

First, the fact, disclosed by the recent 
census, that a fresh influx of citizens equal 
to the whole population of Cork (where 
"buses carry 15,000,000 passengers yearly) 
has been added since 1926 to the number 
of Dublin’s city and suburban residents. 
As the majority of such new arrivals find 
their ways to congested business and 
entertainment points, such a mére quanti- 
tative increase represented a serious addi- 
tion to central congestion. A welcome 
source of increased Tramway Company 
revenues, their advent added materially to 
the demands of 1926 for highway accom- 


modation ! 

Secondly, the fact that tens - of 
thousands of citizens within the last 
decade have migrated from city to 
suburban dwellings, and thus have added 
materially to demands for vehicular 
accommodation, most of which passes 
through, or’ immediately around, the 
Collece Green—O’Connell Bridge area. As 
nearly as can be ascertained, the numbers 
of city and suburban tram and ‘bus pas- 
sengers have inereased by something like 
50,000,000 yearly.

HE threat extended to the trade union 

a movement by the growing number of 

Dictatorships was commented upon in 

his address by Mr. H. J. Edwards, Middles- 

bore’, Chairman, at the biennial all-Ireland 

delegate Conference of the Amalgamated 

Transport and General Workers’ Union, 

which opened in the Teachers’ Hall, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

Vifty-three delegates from many parts cf 


were in attendance. 

After about three-quarters of an hour the 
public session came to an end, and the Con- 
ference went into Committee. Cogtrary to 
expectation, there was no reference to the 
grant of £1,000 for relief work in Spain 
durmg the public proceedings. ' 

In welcoming the Chairman and delegates, 
Mr. Gilbert ‘Lynch, General Organiser, 
Dublin, said that he -hoped the Conference 
would clear away the mist of suspicion with 
which the enemies of the working man had 
befogged the clear atmosphere. 

Mr. Dolan, Dublin, said that the Con- 
ference would give the Press an opportunity 
to print the truth for once, and dam the lies 
which for the last forthight or three weeks 
had clouded the minds of the members. 


“A DANGEROUS THING” 

Mr. E. Bevin, General Secretary of the 
Union, in replying, said that ib was a dan- 
gerous thing in this age to incite people. 

“When the world is in such a stite of 
turmoil it behoves the leaders of men not to 
incite others,’ he said, “but to keep them 
cool; because a wrong step at this moment 
may give us a worse catastrophe than we 
had in 1914, and, God knows, there isn’t a 
man breathing who wants to see that again 
The cards will be on the table at this con- 
ference, and they will be face upwarda.’’ 
If the delegates had followed the Daily 
Mad, he continued, they would think that he 
would need armoured plate. on him in Lreland, 
Pressmen in London, who seemed to be 
very concerned about his welfare, had been 
informed hy him that they did not know 
Ire'and: There was quite a false assamption 
in Kngland—that, because somebody said some- 
thing in Ireland, everybody else agreed with 
it. That had not been his experience—very 
often things were said from which everybody 
élse disagreed, Their union's success lay in 
the fact that it was democratic. They relied 
on the commonsense and honesty of their 
members The union had nothing to he 
afraid of; it did nothing under a cloak, and 
was open with its members.

exactly what we have done—on all subjects.”’

SHOOTING OF 
FARMER 
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NENAGH MURDER 
CHARGE 


ACCUSED MEN REMANDED 


From Oug CoRRESPONDENT. 
NENAGH, Thursday. . 


IS morning the four young men— 

I Michael Gleeson, junior, Lisboney, son 

of a well-known farmer; James 
Molamphy, John O’Brien and Thomas 
Morgan, labourers, of Knockalton Cottages, 
Nenagh—were again brought before District 
Justice Flood at Nenagh Courthouse, which 
was crowded, and charged with causing the 
death of Daniel Gleeson (60), a farmer, of 
Ballinalick, near Nenagh, by shooting him 
with a double-barrelled gun on the night of 
September 1 last. The contents of the gun 
lodged in Gleeson’s stomach, and he died in 
Nenagh Hospital the following day. 

The raiders had demanded Gleeson’s gun, 
which he refused to hand out. 

Mr. James O’Brien, State Solicitor, prose- 
cuted, and the prisoners were represented by 
Messrs. Sean McCurtin, J. d. O'Meara and 
M. O'Meara, solicitors, Nenagh. 


CHARGE ALTERED 


On the application of Mr. James O’Brien, 
State Solicitor, Nenagh, the charge was 
altered to.one of murder, 

Mr. O’Brien said that the case had been 
before the Attorney-General, and _  state- 
ments had been taken from something 
like: sixty witnesses, and there were 
further witnesses to be interviewed. 
He was not in a position to proceed with 
the case that day, and asked for a remand 
in eustody for a fortnight. 

The Attorney-General, Mr. O’Brien said, 
was sending dein eounsel to conduct the 


case before the Justice. The case would 
have to go to Dublin for trial. 
Superintendent ©'Boyle said that he 


charged the four prisoners with the murder 
of Daniel Gleeson, and each of them made a 
statement, which he took down in writing 
and “Nó he read over to them. Two <f 
the prisoners signed the statement—Morgan 
and O’Brien—but Gleeson and Molamphy 
declined to sign. He was reserving the 
statements for the present. 

The Justice said that the parents and 
relatives would be given every facility to see 
the prisoners at the Guards’ station. 

Mr. O’Brien stated that copies of the 
statements made by the prisoners would be 
available for the defending solicitors. 

The prisoners were remanded in custody 
for fourteen days.

The Great Ulusion 


If buildings are as susceptible to early 
influence as are human beings, the new 
Palace of the League of Nations will have 
a lamentable start in life. The League 
Couneil will meet there for the first time 
to-day to discuss, perhaps, the most dis- 
honourable agenda in that body's not too 
honourable history, Abyssinia, who stil] 
regards herself—and still is regarded by 
international law—as an independent 
nation, proposes to send a delegate to the 
forthcoming meeting of the League 
Assembly. Italy has informed the League 
that the presence of an Abyssinian repre- 
sentative will be exceedingly distasteful 
to her—so distasteful, in fact, that, if an 
Abyssinian representative is admitted, 
Italy will refuse to occupy her seat. If 
nations were bound by ‘the same moral 
code as individuals, the League's answer 
would be obvious and immediate. It 
would be: ‘‘ You Italians have broken the 
law of the nations. You have made war 
upon a weaker State, in defiance of three 
solemn pledges to abstain from war. You 
gas, which you swore not to use. All 
had been found guilty of unprovoked 
aggression by the almost 
vote of the League of Nations, sitting in 
judgment upon you ; and thereby you have 
forfeited the confidence and sympathy 
of the League.’’ Unhappily, 
morality does not prevail among sove- 
reign States, and the nations are racking 
their brains to discover a means by which 
they may conciliate the Italians without 
excessive strain on their own corporate 
conscience. The solution which they are 
said to have devised probably is the most 
immor@l expedient that diplomatic dis- 
honesty ever has invented. According to 
the latest news, the Council will decide 
to-day that the Abyssinian delegation is 
not entitled to sit at the Assembly meet- 
ing on the ground that its ‘‘ credentials 
are insufficient.”

Our readers well may ask in what respect 
Abyssinia's credentials are insufficient. 
The Council evidently would respond that 
her delegates would not be representing 
any established Government. In other 
words, although the nations still refuse 
formally to recognise Italy's conquest of 
Ethiopia, they are ready to admit it, by 
implication, in order to suit their own 
cowardly purposes. To make open 
admission of Italian sovereignty would not 
suit the book of any of the great nations. 
France would regard it rightly as a con- 
fession of the League's defeat; and the 
League is still the keystone of her entire 
foreign policy. Great Britain’s prestige 
im Africa, already endangered by the 
Abyssinian campaign, would receive a 
further blow if she should offer the final, 
formal homage to Signor Mussolini 
Russia could not dare, for the sake of her 
own principles, to acknowledge so notable 
a triumph for Fascism. Yet, when the 
circumstances are such that they either 
must make a half-acknowledgment or must 
throw down the glove to Italy, the Powers 
choose the line of least resistance—and 
thereby forfeit the respect of all decent 
men. Perhaps, we misjudge the League's 
motives; perhaps, the, forecast of its 
conduct to-morrow is based on insufficient 
evidence, and may be proved false. Yet 
we fear that there is no misjudgment, and 
that the information is al! too true. The 
League has behaved with such pitiful 
pusillanimity in the past—towards Japan, 
towards Germany, towards Italy—that 
anything can be expected of it. It would 
be untrue to its own policy if it should 
make an honourable and determined stand 
to-day against Italy's impertinence.

Germany and France 


Paris is alive with stories regarding 
moves made by Herr Hitler, and one o 
the latest reports is to the effect that an 
emissary has been sent to try and discover 
what terms France would ask for a fifty- 
year guarantee of her frontier. Another 
rumour is to the effect that Germany has 
sent envoys to Paris and to Moscow in 
order to test the “olidarity of the French 
alliance with Sovict Russia. On this 
point the Paris newspaper “urre says 
to-day that “ the German Army, like the 
German Foreign Office, believes that 
Germany must now chose either to embark 
on preparations for a conquest im the east 
or to annihilate French Power in Europe. 
Germany would thus like to be sure which 
country—France or Russia—wou!d be more 
likely to give up its alliance with the 


other.” 


Collections for Spain 


After due.consideration the Treasury has 
placed a ban on any collection of funds 
in Government offices for either of the 
parties in Spain, thus putting an end to s 
move by the Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion some weeks ago. An appeal for funds 
to support the Spansh Government forces 
was issued, but the response was not en- 
couraging, and a number of civil servants 
threatened to resign from the Association 
if the appeal should be continued. The 
attention of the Government was drawn 
to the circumstances, and in reply a 
circular has been sent out prohibiting the 
showing in any Government office of the 
posters dealing with the appeal. Civil 
servants are instructed that the Treasury 
does not approve of the collection of funds 
for either side in the civil war during office 
hours. i 


Film Finance 


Germain financiers have been sounding 


opinion in the City as to a move to provide 
finance for the production of films, the 
idea being the establishment in Great 
Britain of an organisation similar to the 
Film Bank. which finances films in Ger- 
many. The financiers have been holding 4 
series of conversations with managers of 
banks and insurance companies, and with 
some of the groups already engaged in 
film finance. If the negotiations prove 
successful it is probable that a bank will 
be established in London with privately- 
subscribed capital, and that companies will 
be able to secure funds for production at 
a small rate of interest, making repayment 
of the loans a first charge on takings from 
the film financed. There is one such 
organisation m operation, and this has 
already advanced about one and a ha!! 
millions sterling to the film industry here, 
but obviously it is the opinion of the 
Germans that there is room for other and 
similar organisations. 


Jewish. Airmen 


The successful flicht of Messrs. Richman 
and Merrill was a source of great delight 
to the Jews in the United States. and 
they have greeted Mr. Richman with the 
utmost enthusiasm for displaying to the 
world such an example of Jewish courage 
and endurance. It is related that the 
return trip of the aviators to America, 
like the flight to this side. was not devoid 
of friction. Mr. Richman wanted to 
lighten the lead, but Mr. Merri!! 
demurred. In the end some hundred 
gallons of petrol were released into tho 
Atlantic before agreement betecen the 
two was reached. If this had not been 
done the Lady Peace might never have 
been able to alight on land.

Marshal Voroshiloff had an enthusiastic 
reception in Kiev, says Reuter. It is 
estimated that 150,000 pefsons gathered 
to meet him, and the whole city was 
decorated in his honour. His speech was 
loudly cheered by the great crowd. 

‘“ Representing, as I do, the paity and 
the Government,” he said, “I can assure 
you that the Soviet Ukraine will remain 
an impregnable outpost of our great 
Socialist Fatherland. 

“The Soviet _Union, particularly the 
Soviet Ukraine, has very many enemies. 
These. numerous enemies are preparing, 
to try, once more, to turn our flourishing 
Socialist country into ruins, and to make 
its workers once more slaves unde1 the yoke 
as they were nineteen years ago. 


SOLID AND STRONG 


“Our 


enemies are miscalculatine,”'” 
continued Voroshiloff. “This country, 
solid, mighty, 170,000,000. strong, is

EFENCE by the Government forces in 

the region of, Malaga may be very 
shortly revitalised if the arms ship Magal- 
lanes arrives there, as is expected, to- 
night. She is bringing a large consign- 
ment of rifles and ammunition for the 
Spanish Government from Mexico. 

Refugees from Malaga state that the 
battleship Jaime I. and several destroyers 
are still there, but it is learned that they 
intend to leave to-night to meet the Magal- 
lanes and escort her inte port. 

It is now thought that the city wiil 
not be captured by “he insurgents dur- 
ing this month. The Popular Front de- 
fenders have been suffering chiefly from 
shortage of ammunition and petrol and 
supplies, though the region itself is cap- 
able of providing a large number of neces- 
saries. 

It is understood that there are 30,000 
men in the Government Militia serving in 
the region of Malaga, and that they are 
prepared to launch a counter-attack on 
the insurgents. 

CAPTURED 

' A broadcast from Tetuan, Spanish 
Morocco, carried the report that Ronda, 
the hill-town 40 miles north of here, 
which has a very strong defensive 
position, had been captured by the in- 
surgents. At La Linea, which is held by 
the insurgents, well-informed quarters 
doubt the report. They state that it 1s 
much too early to claim Ronda. 

During the past few days Fascists and

He was so confident 
of getting in on the strength of a British 
passport that I felt my special permit from 
the Spanish Minister in Dublin to be 
rather a silly formality, and his failure to 
convince the officials was all the more 
pathetic for that reason. Would | at least 
deliver a message from him in Barcelona, 
he asked. It appeared that he was en- 
gaged to a Spanish girl who could not get 
a permit to leave the country, and since 
he himself could not enter the course of 
true love was set for disaster. The most 
that could be done was to tell the girl of 
his difficulty. 

A council of war was formed on the 
spot—myself, a Spanish-American who 
had come to join the Militia, and a French- 
man who owned a small hotel in Madrid— 
and between us all we decided on a plan 
by which the girl should come up to the 
frontier, get married to her young man 
there, it leave Spain as his bride. .As 
matters turned out, our plan was not 
needed; for the young man pleaded so 
hard with the loeal committee that they 
allowed him to go to Barcelona. This was 
just as well ; for it was revealed in the course 
of discussion that the lady could speak 
nothing but Spanish, whereas I, who had 
been saddled with the task of explaining 
the position to her, could speak nothing 
but English and French. 


What next? I suppose that our avoid 
ance of sudden death in Mallorca is worth 
recording—we only just missed member- 
ship of that first, disastrous landing party. 
When we heard that a landing had been 
made, two English journalists and myself 
very nearly obtained seats in a military 
aeroplane which was going down there 
from Barcelona, and I am just as glad that 
we failed, though it was a disappointment 
at the time. Guy de Traversay. of 
UIntransigeant, was luckier, and unluckier 
than ewe. His aeroplane got him to 
Mallorca in time to be with the frst 
landing party, and he shared the fate of 
the hundreds who fell in the rebel counter- 
attack.

But the thing that seems to intrigue 
most people in Ireland (I do not know 
why) is that life goes on quite normally 
and quietly behind the lines. To most of 
my friends it seems to be a matter for 
surprised amusement that I should have 
been able to play tennis in Barcelona—as 
if every set had to be fought out in a hail 
of machine-gun bullets. Why should one 
not play tennis in a place which is 
perfectly quiet? Why should people 
imagine that the streets of every town are 
running with blood because there happens 
to be fighting in some other parts of the 
country ? 
People are quite human, even in Spain. 
Going down to bathe at San Sebastia, 
just outside the town, I found only one 
bathing-place open, and a crowd of roung 
men stopped me at the entrance. As my 
few words of Spanish were inadequate. I 
grinned in a friendly manner, pointed at 
the sea, and made swimming motions with 
my hands, until finally they let me in. 
The young men seemed to be intensels 
amused, end I did not find out the reason 
until the following day, when I introduced 
one of my friends to the beach. It 
appeared that the place was strictly 
reserved for members of the Anti-Fascist 
Militia, and that all civilians were barred 
—probably under the most fearful 
penalties. However, we bathed there 
every day. 
The curfew laws are another example. 
Under pain of death. evervbody must be 
inside floors by midnight, but we used to 
sit around in the cafés until long after 
that hour. The proprictor—absurdly 
reminiscent of proprietors nearer home— 
would hover about in the background. 
uttering the Spanish equivalent. of: “ Now 
please, gentlemen! Now gentlemen, 
please !’’ Nobody took the slightest notice 
of his entreaties, because everybody was 
quite well aware that the café would not 
close until the nightly lorry-load of 
militiamen had ‘arrived, in search of a 
final cognac or coffee before going on duty 
at the street corner.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article, says:—The present exacerbation 
of Russo-German relations, with its inten- 
sive competition in armaments and in 
vituperation, is 16 be deplored, most of all 
because it encourages this very division 
into mutually hostile blocs, the crzation of 
political fronts, which all too easily might 
lead to the catastrophe most dreaded by 
all reasonable people. This exacerbation 
did not begin with the anti-Bolshevist 
tirades at Nuremberg, though it was 
intensified by the insults there hurled at 
the Soviet Government, just as it will be 
further accentuated by the defiant, almost 
threatening, speech made at Kiev. yester- 
day by General Voroshiloff. Both countries 
profess to desire peace, and there is no 
reason to doubt the sincerity of either ; 
but each is genuinely afraid of attack 
from the other, and in Germany, where 
militant Naziism daily proclaims its 
triumph over miiitant Communism, there 
is, “in addition, a particularly fierce 
resentment of the efforts of the Comintern, 
which cannot be dissociated from the 
Soviet Government, to stir up trouble in 
every other country. 

This mutua)] antipathy is thus inflamed 
by the requirements of either creed, and 
within recent weeks has threatened to bar 
the method of diplomacy by conference. 
Yet the tendency must resolutely 
resisted which would divide Euro 
two camps of anti-Communists leaning 
upon Germany and Italy, and of anti-
